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Contractor on prestigious art gallery 
p roject is in bid-rigging investigation 


THE construction company 
awarded the contract to build 
a controversial contemporary 
art gallery in Kent is under 
investigation for allegedly 
taking part in bid-rigging. 

Kent County Council, which is fund¬ 
ing the £17.5 million Turner 
Contemporary along with other part¬ 
ners, announced on Tuesday that 
R Durtnell and Sons Ltd, based in 
Brasted, near Sevenoaks, had been 
chosen as the preferred contractor for 
the project. 

But the building company, which is 
the oldest in the country, is among 112 
firms accused by the Office of 
Fair Trading (OFT) of rigging bids for 
contracts. 

In what is one of the watchdog’s 
largest ever investigations, the compa¬ 
nies allegedly colluded among them¬ 
selves during bidding processes, mean¬ 
ing customers - including local author¬ 
ities - paid too much. 

Announcing the investigation in 
April, the OFT said: “The OFT formal¬ 
ly alleges that the construction compa¬ 
nies named have engaged in bid rig¬ 
ging activities, and in particular cover

pricing.” The OFT alleged that “a 
minority” of the firms had entered into 
arrangements so a successful tenderer 
would pay money to an unsuccessful 
tenderer, using false invoices. 

One of R Durtnell and Sons’ directors 
told Kent on Sunday this week that he 
did not think the company had broken 
the law, and KCC has defended its 
choice. 

The company has been handed down 
from father-to-son for 12 generations. 

Cllr Mike Hill, KCC’s member for 
community services, said: “We are con¬ 
fident in the selection of R Durtnell 
and Sons as the preferred contractor to 
build the Turner Contemporary. 

“We were aware of the ongoing OFT 
investigation. 

“However, in the absence of any for¬ 
mal action being taken against a con¬ 
tractor, their inclusion on the OFT list 
should not influence a robust tender 
selection process. 

“Our selection process was carried 
out according to very stringent pro¬ 


curement standards and we are confi¬ 
dent the tender for this project has 
been rigorously conducted.” 

The OFT said the investigation into 
all the companies involved was on¬ 
going and that a further announce¬ 
ment could be expected in February, 
2009. 

If found guilty of anti-competitive 
behaviour, firms face fines of up to 10 
per cent of their annual turnover. 

The project to build the gallery in 
Margate has been beset with problems, 
with initial plans scrapped in 2006 
after costs soared to nearly £50m. 

Mark Wallace, campaigns director at 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “Big cap¬ 
ital building projects have a fraught 
history when it comes to councils 
spending large amounts of taxpayers’ 
money. 

“Given the economic climate, KCC 
should think very carefully about 
whether this is the right time to spend 
millions on a prestige project. And they 
must be very careful indeed to make 
sure they do not get taken for a ride at 
taxpayers’ expense.” 

KCC has already fallen victim to the 
global financial crisis, with £50m

frozen in the failed Icelandic banking system. 

The 400-year-old Kent company is set to 
start work at the site by the end of November 
and the gallery is due to be completed by 
2010. The gallery has been designed by inter¬ 
nationally renowned architect David 
Chipperfield after Norwegian firm Snohetta 
was thrown off the project after massive cost 
hikes. KCC said it was determined to stick 
with its chosen contractor, even if the OFT 
takes action against the company. 

A spokeswoman said: “The tender process 
to build the gallery went through very strict 
procedures to European standards and we 
followed the OFT’s own guidance to public 
authorities. The investigation is not related to 
this bid process, therefore it will not affect 
this project.” 

The gallery is seen as key to Margate’s 
regeneration and the Arts Council and South 
East England Development Agency (Seeda) 
agreed to provide £8.1m of funding in 
February. Evan Velente, general manager 


and a director at Durtnell, said: “During the 
tender process we had an opportunity to look 
at the drawings carefully and the planning is 
very well thought out now. 

“What is most important is that the design 
has been finalised and, judging from the 
drawings, it looks well designed and build- 


able.” Mr Velente said he could not comment 
on the OFT investigation because there had 
been no ruling. He said: ‘We are one of 112 
companies and in that there are reputable 
and national contractors. I do not personally 
think we have done anything wrong. We have 
to wait until the outcome.” 


Tories feel heat over 
frozen £50m assets

HEADS must roll at Kent County 
Council for the way its Tory chiefs 
have reacted to the Icelandic 
banking crisis, says the authori¬ 
ty’s Labour leader. 

Cllr Mike Eddy has called for leader Cllr 
Paul Carter to resign over the affair, along 
with finance cabinet member Cllr Nick 
Chard. 

KCC had £50 million frozen by the 
Icelandic Government following the collapse 
of the nation’s banking system, with no guar¬ 
antee yet that the money will be recovered. 

Cllr Eddy said Cllrs Carter and Chard had 
played “silly political games” since the crisis 
emerged and “needed to be taught a lesson”. 

He added: ‘Within hours of the collapse Cllr 
Chard was trying to turn the blame on the 
Government and Cllr Carter was writing a 
letter suggesting it pumps all the money 
invested abroad back into British banks. 

“That sort of thing is not helpful, especially 
after we all agreed this is a cross-party prob¬ 
lem. If you want to show leadership in a cri¬ 
sis like this, you need to work closely with the 
Government, not start playing silly games. 

“Unfortunately the constitution of the coun¬ 
cil doesn’t allow for weak leaders to be 
removed quickly, even in exceptional circum¬ 
stances. I just despair that they can hang on 


to office by their fingernails, to the detriment 
of this county, and that even a situation of 
their own making hasn’t seen them off.” 

An emergency report on KCC’s current 
position in relation to the crisis was present¬ 
ed to cabinet members at a meeting on 
Monday. 

They learned that a new economic manage¬ 
ment group has been established at the coun¬ 
cil, comprising senior members of all parties, 
to evaluate the decision-making process and 
risks associated with future investments. 

Cllr Carter has since assured taxpayers the 
council is doing everything it can to recover 
the cash at risk. He also revealed 
PricewaterhouseCoopers had been appointed 
to assess the advice given to KCC and to 
review the operation of its internal control 
processes. 

In an article for Kent on Sunday, Cllr 
Carter writes: “I am optimistic that most of 
KCC’s £50m deposit will be recovered. 

“Of this sum, £18.35m is deposited with the 
UK-based Icelandic Heritable Bank. Its 
administrators Ernst and Young have issued 
an encouraging statement saying that the 
value of Heritable’s assets is similar to their 
liabilities. 

“I want to reassure readers that front line 
services will not be affected. KCC has no liq¬ 
uidity problems and will continue to deliver 
high-quality services to the residents of Kent. 

“Staff salaries and pensions will not be 
affected, and the effect on council tax is mini¬ 
mal. I am more determined than ever to keep 
next year’s council tax well below inflation.” 


Five of the county’s local councils also have 
a total £14m of funds at risk. However, boss¬ 
es at Dartford and Thanet - which do not 
have money in Iceland - said they knew of 
the dangers before the banking collapse. 

KCC’s Lib Dem leader, Cllr Trudy Dean, 
has demanded to know why the county coun¬ 
cil did not receive the same advice, or why it 
was not acted upon if it did. 

She said: “The potential loss of £50m from 
KCC, police, fire and superannuation funds 
could affect everyone in Kent. 

‘Yet nowhere have I seen anyone from the 
treasury advisors responsible for this advice 
being made to explain themselves. 

“That’s why I have called for them to 
appear before the scrutiny committee on 
Wednesday. I invite residents in Kent to send 
in their questions and I will try to get as 
many asked as possible.” 

Chancellor Alistair Darling announced last 
week that all UK savers affected by the 
Icelandic bank crisis would be protected, but 
the same has not yet been offered for more 
than £900m known to have been invested by 
councils, police and transport authorities. 

A delegation of Treasury officials met with 
their Icelandic counterparts last week to dis¬ 
cuss the way forward, but a satisfactory solu¬ 
tion has still not been reached.

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Obama is a change 
expat can believe in

AS THE race for the White House moves into its 
final stages an American Democrat living in Kent 
has explained how she and other expats could prove 
crucial on election day. 

People around the world have been gripped by the presidential con¬ 
test between the Republican candidate John McCain, a 72-year-old 
Vietnam war veteran, and the Democratic nominee Barack Obama, 
the first black person ever nominated by either main party. 

Sandi Carney-Wadsworth, 59, who lives in Chiddingstone 
Hoath, near Tunbridge Wells, is originally from Hawaii and 
went to university with Senator Obama’s inspirational 
mother, Ann Soetoro, who died in 1995 from ovarian and 
uterine cancer. 

The former reporter for KITV news in Honolulu spoke 
about the childhood and background of the man who many 
are hoping will become the next US president and who cur¬ 
rently holds a lead in the polls. 

“I have friends who went to school with 
him and everyone says he was a straight¬ 
forward guy you could always depend on, 
very low key and the way he comes across 
is actually how he is,” said Mrs Camey- 
Wadsworth. 

“He has been criticised for being distant, 
but it is because he was bom and raised in 
Hawaii and we are very laid back.” 

She told how his mother met his father, 
who was from Kenya and also called 
Barack, at university and the couple mar¬ 
ried when they were very young. His father 
was ambitious and left the family when he 
got a grant go to Harvard, she said. 

Obama’s mother, who was white and 
from the American Midwest, was studying 
at university, so her son was mainly raised 
by his maternal grandparents. 

“His grandparents were very middle 
America, here you would probably say 
working class. Ann was flamboyant and 
had a very commanding presence but at 
the same time was very warm-hearted. 

“She was very concerned about the Third 
World. Her parents were typical middle 
American and quite insular in their views,

but she looked outside and saw what effect 
America could have on the world.” 

Obama won a scholarship to what Mrs 
Carney-Wadsworth called the Eton of 
Hawaii, Punahou High School, before head¬ 
ing to college and university on the main¬ 
land, ending up at Harvard Law School 
before settling in Chicago, Illinois. 

Asked if she thought his mixed-race will 
impact on his chances of becoming presi¬ 
dent, Mrs Carney-Wadsworth said: “I hope 
not. But I think it will be important in cer¬ 
tain states, ironically not in the Deep South 
because about 50 per cent of the people 
there are African-American. 

“It is the Midwestern states where all the 
George W Bush voters are,” she said. 

“There is a big crowd there who think 
Sarah Palin [McCain’s running mate] is 
great. It is the over-70s who are afraid of 
having a black president.” 

The Democrats also saw potential in the 
estimated two million Americans living 
abroad who can vote in the election. 

“If it’s really close it could make all the 


difference,” Mrs Carney-Wadsworth said. 

Much recent attention has been given to Palin, 
the governor of Alaska, whose ‘folksy 5 appeal to 
'hockey moms’ appears to have boosted McCain’s 
campaign. “I was in the Midwest last month and 
they just love her,” Mrs Carney-Wadsworth said. 
“But for Hillary [Clinton] supporters she is com¬ 
pletely off the chart, they are educated women 
with jobs and at universities.” 

After eight years of the Bush administration, 
the Iraq war and now a global financial crisis, 
many believe it will be the Democrats’ day on 
November 4. 

“I really think the economic problems are going 
to help Obama. People are looking at the 
Republicans and saying they got us into this 
mess,” Mrs Carney-Wadsworth said.

A post-mortem examination established 
the cause of death as choking on food, 
severe alcohol intoxication and cirrhosis of 
the liver. Coroner Rachel Redman recorded 
a verdict of death by misadventure.

Two probes into 
County Hall deals

PUBLIC watchdogs are probing 
Kent County Council’s contro¬ 
versial commercial activities. 

The Audit Commission and Information 
Commissioner are scrutinising KCC’s com¬ 
mercial services department and private 
firms it runs. 

Businesses and opposition councillors 
claim KCC’s companies, such as Kent Top 
Travel, which provides bus and taxi servic¬ 
es, have an unfair advantage because the 
council charges them lower rent, overheads 
and loan terms. 

Two Kent-based businesses complained 
to the Audit Commission, the independent 
public spending watchdog, about bids made 
for transport contracts and the rates 
charged by KCC for the supply of tempo¬ 
rary staff from its Kent Top Temps firm. 

The commission is looking to see if there 
is any evidence of ‘cross-subsidisation’ 
between KCC and its commercial opera¬ 
tions. It will also investigate whether, “KCC 
is providing other forms of support such as 
by not charging for accommodation occu¬ 
pied by commercial operations,” a memo 
seen by Kent on Sunday reveals. 

Its review is taking place this month and 
a report is due in November. 

Achievable 

At the same time, Information 
Commissioner Richard Thomas has said he 
will examine whether KCC was right to 
refuse to publish information requested 
about its trading companies on the grounds 
of “commercial confidentiality”. 

Mr Thomas enforces the Freedom of 
Information Act and his investigation fol¬ 
lows complaints from a Kent resident. 

Cllr Trudy Dean, leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group at KCC, welcomed the 
news of the two new probes. 

“At last someone independent will be 
looking over KCC’s shoulder and getting 
the answers we have been denied into the 
open,” she said. 

“No-one minds fair competition, but busi¬ 
nesses are having a tough time and compa¬ 
ny after company has complained that 
KCC has undercut them by a margin which 
is not achievable in a fair market. 

“One way or the other, I hope we shall 
soon find out why.” 

Auditors have previously not been able to 
look at the charges that KCC makes to its 
private companies for overheads such as 
office space rental. Businesses have long 


■ LAST week, Kent Top Travel took 
over Canterbury’s park-and-ride 
service in a deal worth more than £1 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

Figures released to KoS following a 
Freedom of Information request showed 
KCC awarded five contracts to Kent Top 
Travel, which it owns, in the six months 
leading up to June, 2008. They are worth 
£860,674 over four years. 

The biggest, worth £507,540 (£126,885 
a year), was a four-year contract for the 
Monday to Friday 666 route, which runs 
between Ashford and Faversham. The 
contract for the Saturday 666 route was 
worth another £32,283 (£8,070 a year). 

Further details show KCC’s commercial 
services arm won six contracts worth 
£10,000 or more between June, 2007, and 
June, 2008. It won two contracts worth a 
total of £300,000 over two years for 
‘swathe cutting’ and ‘verge mowing’, from 
Kent Highways Services - part of KCC. 

The biggest contract, worth £2.08m 
over four years (£520,000 a year), was 
with Tonbridge and Mailing Borough 
Council, for ‘grounds maintenance’. 


claimed that KCC keeps such charges 
exceptionally low so its trading companies 
can undercut them, which they say is effec¬ 
tively a subsidy from the taxpayer. 

Kevin Harlock, KCC’s commercial servic¬ 
es director, said he was not worried about 
the Audit Commission review. 

“A decision was taken by elected mem¬ 
bers last week for the Audit Commission to 
run their ruler over our books to put to bed 
once and for all the continual allegations of 
cross-subsidisation. I welcome that and we 
will of course be co-operating fully.” 

Responding to the Information 
Commissioner’s decision to look into a 
Freedon of Information complaint, he 
claimed firms were using the Act purely to 
get hold of commercially sensitive details. 

“We are committed to working with local 
businesses to help them grow and thrive, 
for example, through enabling access to 
local businesses to our bulk purchasing 
arrangements and this sort of thing dis¬ 
tracts us from that.” 

In May, Kent on Sunday revealed the con¬ 
tents of a confidential memo circulated to 
KCC chiefs that outlined a strategy for 
improving the public’s perception of its 
commercial activities. The document said 
the council was “determined” to press 
ahead, even if that meant it would have to 
“step on the toes” of private firms.

Dubai court jails 
pair for having 
sex on the beach 

A BROMLEY businessman has been sen¬ 
tenced to three months in prison for having 
sex on a beach in Dubai. 

Vince Acors, 34, was found guilty of break¬ 
ing Islamic laws on public indecency and 
unmarried sex with Michelle Palmer, 36, 
from Rutland, who received the same jail 
term. The pair were arrested on Jumeirah 
beach on July 5, just hours after meeting at 
a champagne brunch at a five-star hotel. 

Dubai’s Court of First Instance heard this 
week how Acors and Palmer had been 
warned by a police officer about their “inap¬ 
propriate” actions, but he later returned to 
find them having sex on a sun lounger. The 
pair denied any wrongdoing and claimed 
they were just “kissing and hugging”. 

Acors and Palmer, who will be deported 
after serving their sentences, were also 
fined 1,000 dirhams - about £160 - each.

Grammars ‘biased 
against the poor’ 


GRAMMAR schools are failing to admit 
enough of the brightest pupils from 
deprived backgrounds, a new report has 
found. 

Kent and Medway are among the few local authorities 
in the country to still offer a selective education system, 
with 39 grammar schools across the county. 

The Sutton Trust commissioned researchers at 
Durham University to carry out the most comprehen¬ 
sive review of the social impact of England’s 164 
remaining grammar schools. 

It found that they were enrolling half as many aca¬ 
demically able children from disadvantaged back¬ 
grounds as they could do, and grammars were urged to 
do more to reach out to pupils from all backgrounds. 

Martin Frey, of the Kent-based Stop the Eleven Plus 
(STEP) campaign, said: “It confirms what has been obvi¬ 
ous in Kent for years, that children from deprived back¬ 
grounds have little chance of getting into grammar 
school. 

“Because the 11-plus is biased you do better if you are 
a fluent reader, confident at answering questions and 
come from an inquiring family - which is not one where 
it is just trying to hold it all together. The children who 
pass are the ones doing well at primary school, with con¬ 
cerned parents aware of the value of education.” 

The report, which was published on Monday, suggest¬ 
ed a further study should be carried out to review the 
11-plus selection tests to see whether they do deter 
bright pupils from more deprived backgrounds. 

Dr Lee Elliot Major, director of research at the trust, 
said: “The figures suggest that grammars are not 
enrolling as many academically able pupils from disad¬ 
vantaged backgrounds as they could do. 

“While ideological debates will continue to polarise 
opinion over whether England’s remaining grammars

should exist, we believe more attention needs to be 
focused on ensuring grammars do all they can to reach 
out to all potential pupils.” 

Mr Frey believes grammar schools need to be abol¬ 
ished if the social mobility desired is to be achieved. 

“The best place to learn how to get on with other peo¬ 
ple and see what other people of different backgrounds 
are like is in a mixed school,” he said. 

“The Government rants and raves when it discovers a 
school is selecting children and says it is unfair. 

“Yet it does nothing about the grammar schools in 
Kent which select every single child. 

“Children not going to grammars are going to second¬ 
ary modems where the overwhelming majority of pupils 
come from the same sort of background.” 

The report also suggested that state faith schools 
take fewer poorer pupils compared with other state 
secondaries. 

Mr Frey said: “The system is being manipulated by 
the middle classes.” 

Cllr Mark Dance, the county council’s cabinet member 
for education, said: “The Kent Test [11-plus] is open to 
all children and this year’s move for all parents to know 
the results before they choose the next school has cer¬ 
tainly made the process smoother. 



“There is almost no part of Kent that is not close to a 
grammar school. We believe we are doing all we can to 
make sure those who are academically able attend the 
school best suited to them and support them when they 
get there - whatever their background.”

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Hopes that rail link will put 
house sales back on track

THE introduction of high-speed 
rail services between Kent and 
London next year could help spark 
a revival of house sales in Kent. 

House builders are hopeful the promise of 
shorter journey times to the capital will 
prompt more commuters to buy properties 
near train routes. 

But estate agents are less enthusiastic 
about the effects the Channel Tunnel rail 
link, High Speed 1, will have on house sales 
in the county, saying it will not solve the 
many problems the market currently faces. 

Edward Church, a partner at Strutt and 
Parker, said he thought potential buyers 
would soon realise the downsides of the 
service. 

He said: “It’s more likely to have an 
impact between now and its arrival late 
next year, because once it has arrived it will 
probably be more expensive than trains are 
already. And while the trains will certainly 
be quicker, they don’t go to the same areas 
of London so it’s not as if it’s a replacement 
for what already exists. 

“People might discover the service is not 
quite as exciting as first thought.” 

Positive impact 

Earlier this year a bullet train recorded a 
journey time of just 32 minutes from 
Ashford to London. 

The Hitachi locomotive was on a test run 
between the International Station and St 
Pancras in the capital when it clocked in 
the time - five minutes less than operator 
Southeastern predicted for the passenger 
service that starts in December, 2009. 

The journey was part of a proving process 
introduced by the rail company to examine 
the efficiency of the new High Speed 1 line. 

Piers Clanford, managing director of 
Berkeley Homes (Kent), said interest in 
the firm’s Maidstone and Canterbury 
developments was gathering momentum in 
anticipation of the service. 

He added: “It’s clear it will elevate places 
like Canterbury and Snodland, but with 
the service 18 months away now is the time 
to invest in a new home in these areas.” 

Despite Mr Clanford’s optimism, others 
are not so sure the high-speed link will 
make that much of a difference. 

Simon Miller, of Maidstone-based Simon

Miller Estate Agents, said while the service 
will increase the appeal of the county, it was 
“premature” to suggest it will lead to a 
boom in house sales. 

He added: “The rail link is probably the 
last thing on most people’s minds because 
the market is so depressed right now. It’s 
difficult to know what will make people 
start buying again. I think if someone was 
waving a magic wand and they said they 
were introducing a high-speed rail link to 
improve the housing market, I don’t think 
many of us would shout 'hurrah’. 

“It’s not the panacea of our problems. It’s 
certainly welcome, but there are many 
more factors required to sort out the prob¬ 
lems we have in the housing market.” 

David Kincaid, of Cluttons in Canterbury, 
was slightly more optimistic about the 
potential benefits High Speed 1 may bring. 

He said: “It’s very good news and is bound 
to have a positive impact because more peo¬ 
ple will want to live in the catchment area. 

“The time it takes to get to London mat¬ 
ters a lot to certain people. When links to 
the capital have improved elsewhere it has 
helped house sales enormously. 

“It’s going to help a difficult situation, but 
on the other side of the coin we’re probably 
going to have to pay a premium price to use 
the service and not everyone is going to 
want to travel to St Pancras.” 

This week the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors said that nationally 
estate agents sold on average under one 
property per week each in September. 

The number of properties being sold was 
the lowest since the RICS survey started in 
1978 and was 52 per cent lower than in 
September last year.

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Patchy picture of health 


THE quality of care across Kent 
and Medway varies greatly accord¬ 
ing to the latest report from the 
health watchdog. 

NHS South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority that covers the county, Surrey and 
Sussex, was found to be one of the weakest 
areas in the country for the quality of its 
health services, the Healthcare Commission 
said. 

Sam Banga, the commission’s regional head, 
praised the trusts that had improved, includ¬ 
ing Dartford and Gravesham where health 
bosses were celebrating an excellent rating. 

He said: “It is concerning, however, that four 
trusts were judged to have weak services. We 
will be visiting these trusts in the New Year to 
check what progress they have made. 

“It is imperative that poor performers learn 
from the best and improve the quality of serv¬ 
ices for patients.” 

Nationally, more than half of NHS organisa¬ 
tions are now providing excellent or good serv¬ 
ices. NHS West Kent was among the trusts 


TUNBRIDGE Wells MP Greg Clark has 
called for health chiefs in his constituency to 
make “significant improvements” in patient 
care. 

Both West Kent PCT and Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust performed 
poorly in the Healthcare Commission’s 
annual report, and Mr Clark does not want 
to see a repeat next year. 

He said: “I have become increasingly con¬ 
cerned about continuing problems in our 
hospitals, especially in A&E and with 
delayed discharges. I believe there is a

rated lower than last year. Trusts must meet a 
broad range of measures in areas such as safe¬ 
ty, waiting times, infection control and health 
outcomes. 

The primary care trust slumped from being 
rated fair last year to weak, with services 
including eye screening for people with dia¬ 
betes, delayed transfers of care and waiting 
times in A&E flagged up for improvement. 
Steve Phoenix, the PCT’s chief executive, said: 
“It is in part due to issues that have been long¬ 
standing in West Kent. It is no secret that 
2007-08 was a turbulent year.” 

The PCT did score highly on safety and 
cleanliness and treating patients with respect 
and dignity. Patients in West Kent were also 
able to get an appointment with their GP with¬ 
in 48 hours. The PCT was the only one in the 
county to meet this target and nationally less 
than a third of trusts did so. 

This month marks the first anniversary of 


strong correlation between the issue of infec¬ 
tion control, waiting times for emergency 
admissions and delayed discharges. If 
patients are unable to pass through the sys¬ 
tem smoothly, the threat of infection grows. 

“The report corroborates what I have 
found - flagging up both A&E services and 
delayed transfers of care as two areas 
requiring significant improvement.”

Glenn Douglas, the trust’s chief executive, 
said the weak rating for quality of service was 
based on a “critical self-assessment” of the 
trust’s performance. 

Since he took over a year ago, it has achieved 
the lowest levels of C diff in the South East, 
trebled the number of patients being seen and 
treated within 18 weeks of a GP referral and 
increased its nursing budget by £5 million. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent was rated 
fair for its quality of services improving from 
last year’s weak rating. 

Ann Sutton, the PCT’s chief executive, said: 
“I am delighted to see the hard work of the 
past year has paid off and we have improved in 
both quality of services and use of resources.” 

The PCT has been working with KOS Media 
to raise awareness about the importance of 
good hand hygiene in the battle against super¬ 
bugs such as MRSA and C diff. It said about £1 
million was invested in sexual health services 
and the PCT now has an average of an eight- 
week wait for the fitting of a hearing aid. 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS Trust 
achieved all existing national targets and core 
standards but scored fair for meeting new tar¬ 
gets. The trust scored fair overall and for 
maternity but received a good rating for man¬ 
aging medicines. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust also had an 
overall rating of fair. Issues highlighted includ¬ 
ed decontamination and waste segregation, 
records management and providing a safe, 
secure environment. 

The Medway PCT also scored fair, perform¬ 
ing well on safety and cleanliness and keeping 
the public healthy.

Uni begins 
countywide 
lifestyle poll 

RESEARCHERS have started a survey 
to learn more about the health and 
behaviour of people across Kent. 

The health services studies depart¬ 
ment at the University of Kent has 
been commissioned by Kent County 
Council to update its 2005 Health and 
Lifestyle Survey. 

Three years ago 5,800 adults replied 
to the questionnaire, which provided 
data on physical activity, obesity 
and the number of people acting as 
unpaid carers so that the authority 
could establish the needs of the county’s 
population. 

Work to update the findings has 
begun with questionnaires being sent 
out to 12,000 people and its aim is to 
help the NHS and KCC target services 
to meet local needs. It will focus on 
exercise and physical activity. 

Change 

Dr Ann Palmer, honorary senior 
research fellow at the department, said: 
“By running the survey every few 
years, it is possible to get up-to-date 
information on factors that affect the 
health of the public, and track where 
change is happening.” 

The last survey found that half of the 
respondents under 65 rated their 
health as excellent or very good. 

Just under one third had symptoms 
of depression and around one in six had 
suffered from anxiety. 

Obesity levels were highest in the 50- 
to-64 age group and for people living in 
the most deprived areas. 

Nearly half said they ate the recom¬ 
mended five-a-day portions of fruit and 
vegetables.

Plea to hit-and-run driver 


THE devastated husband 
of hit-and-run victim Shirley 
Leedham has made an emo¬ 
tional plea for the driver to 
give themselves up. 

The grandmother-of-four was hit by a 
four-wheel drive vehicle as she used a 
pedestrian crossing on the A20 in 
Harrietsham last Thursday at 8.45am. 

Witnesses said the driver stopped after 
hitting her, but then drove off at speed 
towards Lenham. 

On Thursday, a week after Mrs 
Leedham’s death, officers stopped driv¬ 
ers at the scene of the accident in their 
search for witnesses. 

Husband John Leedham, 73, said: “I 
would like to appeal directly to the driver 
and ask them to come forward. I am sure 
Shirley’s death must be playing on their 
conscience. Our family is devastated. 
Shirley will be greatly missed by us all. 

“She was my wife for more than 50 
years and leaves behind two sons and 
four grandchildren who loved her deeply. 

“Although we can’t bring Shirley back, 
we need to find out what happened 
so our family can have closure at this 
difficult time. 

Thankful 

“I urge anyone who may have been at 
or near the area of the pelican crossing 
on Thursday morning to come forward to 
the police with information. 

“It was a busy time of day and someone 
must have seen what happened. 

“The slightest detail could be vital to 
the investigation and could make a big 
difference to uncovering the truth.” 

Police spoke to more than 1,000 
motorists at the scene on the day after the 
accident and uncovered more witnesses. 

There has been an overwhelming 
response to police appeals, with people 
calling from as far afield as Dover and 
Ramsgate.

Green shoots 
of growth at 
Thanet Earth

THE GREEN credentials of 
a groundbreaking glasshouse 
project were highlighted at a 
meeting of business leaders. 

Steve McVickers, the managing director 
of Thanet Earth near Birchington, claimed 
the 220-acre site, which will be home to 
seven giant greenhouses the size of 10 foot¬ 
ball pitches, will have a minimal impact on 
the environment. 

When it is completed in 2010, it will house 
an estimated 1.3 million plants including 
tomatoes, cucumbers and peppers grown 52 
weeks a year by using hydroponics. 

‘We have gone away and calculated our 
carbon footprint and the peppers and 
cucumbers [production] are carbon neutral. 

“We are off-setting carbon with the elec¬ 
tricity we are generating. Water collected 
from the roofs covers our needs. 

“There are reservoirs large enough to hold 
the entire summer water requirement... it 
is completely self-sustaining,” he said speak¬ 
ing at a breakfast meeting of the Thanet 
and East Kent Chamber on Tuesday. 

The harvest from the £80 million Thanet 
Earth will boost national crop production 
by 15 per cent. 

Mr McVickers said the project was 
“redeveloping the British horticultural 
industry” and the produce would be mar¬ 
keted locally saving ‘food miles’ because the 
majority of salad crops are currently 
imported from Holland. 

Each glasshouse at the complex, which is 
run by the largest fresh produce supplier in 
the UK, Fresca based in Paddock Wood, will 
have its own power station. 

Mr McVickers said enough electricity 
would be produced and sold to the National 
Grid to power around half of Thanet’s needs. 

The site is powered using Combined Heat 
and Power (CHP) so that the heat produced 
by generating electricity is used to keep the 
glasshouses at the right temperature. 

The C02 generated from burning fossil 
fuels will be pumped into the glasshouses 
to feed the crops. 

However, the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) in Kent said it did have 
some concerns about the project. 

Sean Furey, deputy director of the coun¬ 
ty’s branch, said: “It is a very interesting 


THANET Earth will provide more than 500 
jobs as the threat of recession looms. 

Steve McVickers, managing director of the 
project, said the recruitment process was set 
to begin at the state-of-the-art development, 
which will see more than one million tomato, 
pepper and cucumber plants grown in 
glasshouses all-year round. 

“Where I believe we are a really good 
employer is that we take people in and devel¬ 
op them in and up through the business. 

“We like to get people in at the bottom,” he 
told Kent business leaders at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Thanet Earth will be employing people in its 
packhouses as quality controllers and planners, 
as well as packers and machine operators. 

Inside the glasshouses staff will be needed, 
but each crop is grown by a separate business 
- tomatoes by Red Star, peppers by the Dutch 
company Rainbow Growers and cucumbers 
by specialists A&A. 

Each company is responsible for recruiting 
its own staff but CVs from people interested in 
applying for glasshouse work will be collected 
centrally by Thanet Earth. For more informa¬ 
tion visit www.thanetearth.com. 


project it and does have a lot of positives. 

“I think there are issues over how it con¬ 
tributes to the overall disappearance of 
Thanet’s countryside, along with Westwood 
Cross and the China Gateway. 

“Thanet is slowly, but surely, losing big 
chunks of very productive farmland and 
land which is important for wildlife and also 
important for the people of Thanet to enjoy.” 

He said although Thanet Earth would be 
collecting rainwater, it would also be reliant 
on boreholes, which would tap into the pub¬ 
lic supply and the springs that feed the 
Stour Marshes. 

Using hydroponics, the crops will be grown 
in nutrient rich water rather than soil. 

“These are very water intensive crops and 
the production of them is going to take away 
quite a lot of water from Thanet, which is one 
of the driest areas in the country,” he said. 

But he praised the project for promoting 
local food and reducing food miles saying it 
was probably the most benign of the recent 
and imminent developments in Thanet 
such as the Westwood shopping centre and 
the China Gateway. 

The first crops are set to be planted by the 
end of the year and the first harvest of 
tomatoes will take place next spring, Mr 
McVickers added.

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Job losses as ferry company 
braces itself for ‘tough time’

P&O FERRIES could shed up to 
100 staff as the company deals 
with the economic downturn. 

A spokesman said the threat of job cuts 
would cover the entire P&O operation in 
Dover, Hull and Portsmouth, and that man¬ 
agement roles would also be affected. 

A final decision will be made subject to a 
30-day consultation that could begin as early 
as this week, but it is believed that 
about 40 jobs could be lost at Dover. 

Chris Laming, communications 
director at P&O, said: “We have 
released a staff notice advising that 
we are drawing up proposals which 
could possibly see the loss of jobs.” 



If the plans are implemented, 48 
deck and technical workers could 
be out of work, as well as 31 
onboard service managers. 

But one P&O worker, who asked 
not to be named, said staff had been 


told there could also be 24 quarter¬ 
masters made redundant and a 
some electricians. 

Mr Laming said no formal deci¬ 
sion will be made until after the 
consultation, but that staff should 


be aware that cuts are a possibility. 

He said: “Compulsory redundan¬ 
cies can’t be ruled out, but we would 
invite voluntary redundancies or if 
people are thinking of leaving 
under other circumstances.” 

The European Works Council has 
been notified of proposals so repre¬ 
sentations by trade unions can be 
made on behalf of the workforce. 

Feedback 

P&O blamed the poor economic 
climate for its decision. 

Mr Laming said: “We have told 
staff that although we are clearly 
profitable this year, this will begin to 
reduce through the price of oil and 
other pressures. We are having a bit 
of a tough time at the moment.” 


Nautilus UK, the union for mar¬ 
itime professionals, has been con¬ 
tacted by the EWC. 

Andrew Linington, head of cam¬ 
paigns and communications, said: 
“There are redundancies on the 
table, but we must not assume that 
job cuts are necessary. We have to 
consult our members and see what 
kind of feedback we get.” 

The union must also ensure 
remaining staff are not overloaded 
with extra work to cover the loss 
of others. 

Mr Linington said: “There must 
be workable conditions to ensure 
health and safety standards are 
met. We must be careful in the way 
we approach this - we can’t ignore 
the economic climate.”

to students at the university’s Broadstairs 
campus, which includes performance rooms, 
a recording studio and computer music suite. 

All are given the opportunity to con¬ 
tribute to C3U Records in their second year.

A DAY IN THE LIFE OF KENT HIGHWAY SERVICES 


Robert Tilley is the Recycling Manager for 
Kent Highway Services and he makes 
sure that we get the most out of our 
road materials. 

What’s the purpose of your role? 

I manage the Kent Highway Services recycling 
depot, but it’s not bottles and cardboard - we 
recycle excess materials from works on the 
road, to make sure that we get the most out 
of them. My role is to recycle the material 
that comes in and to programme the 

deliveries and collections on a daily basis. 

How does your working day 
normally begin? 

A normal day starts at 7am 
for me and finishes at 
about 5pm. 


The summer has definitely come to an end, but 
hopefully it’s been a summer well-spent for some 
students in Kent, who have been involved with the 
Kent Highway Services work experience scheme. 

Each summer, the Kent Highway Services Alliance 
takes students from local schools, colleges and 
universities, and introduces them to the world 
of work, usually giving them technical experience 
related to the courses they are following. 

During the placements they shadow senior 
engineers, inspectors and site supervisors. 



What does an average day normally entail? 

My first job of the day is to load the recycled 
materials for delivery to our crew depots and 
then I sort out the new waste to be recycled. 
During the rest of the day, I’ll monitor the 
materials coming in and sort them out so 
they are ready to be recycled. 

What do you find most difficult about 
your job? 

The worst aspect of my job is dealing with 
the contaminated loads. These are loads that 
have a few mixed materials in them and have to 
be sifted through before they can be recycled. 

What’s the most rewarding aspect of 

your job? ^ 

The most rewarding part of my job is knowing 
that what I do everyday makes a big 
difference to the environment - there’s not 
too many people who can say that! 


They also get hands-on experience by carrying out 
a multitude of tasks that contribute to the running 
of our busy organisation. The tasks include using 
computer-aided design for new highway schemes, 
assisting with traffic surveys and carrying out site 
inspections. We hope that the experience they 
gain gives them a valuable introduction to a career 
in the industry, and helps to bridge the gap 
between study and work.

Keeping our hedges under 


The hedges and trees across Kent are a key feature of our green county, 
and they also have a role to play in marking boundaries and roads. At 
Kent Highway Services, we inspect all trees and hedges along the highway 
and pavement on a regular basis to protect the safety of all road users. 

Hedges that become overgrown can cause a problem for road users 
because they reduce visibility by interfering with sight lines alongside 
roads, and they can obscure signs, signals or streetlights. 

Overhanging hedges can cause a problem for pedestrians too, especially 
those who are partially sighted or who have mobility difficulties. 

Alongside rural lanes and paths, overgrown hedges can also be a problem 
for cyclists and horseriders. 

What you may not realise is that the majority of hedges bordering 
pavements are on private land, and it’s up to the owners of these hedges 
to keep them maintained. However, if a hedge is causing a problem we get 
in touch with the owner and ask them to carry out any necessary work.

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We have 
a duty to 
our young 
says head

MODERN society is failing young people by 
expecting so little of them, a headteacher 
from Kent has claimed. 

Carl Roberts, who has recently taken 
charge at The Mailing School in East 
Mailing, near Maidstone, said there was 
actually plenty to celebrate about teenagers 
across the county 

“The recent focus on gangs, slipping 
standards and intimidating behaviour has 
distracted many people from the positive 
achievements of most youngsters today. 

“There will always be bad elements in any 
society, but the most damaging thing we 
can do is to expect this of all our children. 

“It really is a case of giving a dog a bad 
name - at some point it will become reality 
unless we all focus on supporting positive 
attributes,” he told an audience at the 
school’s first open evening last Thursday. 

He told how young people are often 
given a bad name because so many people 
now expect poor behaviour and aggressive 
attitudes. 

Mr Roberts said all children were capable of 
achieving, but it was up to teachers and par¬ 
ents to work in partnership with local com¬ 
munities to unearth talent and nurture it. 

“We really must expect the highest 
standards, but we’ve also got to fulfil our 
side of the bargain and give them the best 
support and positivity to achieve these 
standards,” he said. 

Extracurricular 

The school will be the most improved 
mixed high school in the county when the 
official league table results are released at 
the end of the year, a spokeswoman said. 

She said the number of students achiev¬ 
ing five GCSEs at grades A* to C, including 
English and maths, almost doubled this 
year, she said. 

The school was federated with 
Holmesdale Technology College in Snodland 
in February last year to provide better fund¬ 
ing and access to improved resources. 

Mr Roberts has pledged to widen the 
choices for all children attending the school 
to tackle social injustice and the gap 
between independent and grammar schools. 

He added: “We already have superb 
facilities and now I want to work towards 
better achievement levels, more extracur¬ 
ricular activities and more frequent and 
affordable educational trips abroad; there’s 
no reason why the students here shouldn’t 
have access to the same, or better, opportu¬ 
nities as other children.”

Rare siblings are getting to know their new surroundings 
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THREE rare Siberian tiger cubs born at 
a wild animal park can now be seen 
playing outside and running about their 
enclosure. 

Howletts Wild Animal Park is home 
to the two male cubs, Altai and Altay, 
and female, Sayan, who are named 
after mountain ranges in Siberia, where 
the tigers are critically endangered. 

A spokeswoman for The Aspinall 
Foundation, the charity which supports 
and manages the zoo near Canterbury 
and Port Lympne, near Hythe, said: 
“Tigers are generally solitary animals, 
but the cubs will spend the first two 
years of their life with their mother. 

“In the wild they would occasionally 
meet up with their father and share 
kills. Unlike many zoos, Howletts and 
Port Lympne leave the male together 
with the female throughout the birth 
and rearing of the cubs.” 

The Siberian or Amur tiger (panthera 
tigris altaica) is found in the Russian far 
east roaming around the Amur river. 

But with a wild population estimated 
at between 500-700 there are now 
more of the tigers in captivity than in 
their natural habitat.

Due to habitat loss and poaching, 
wild tigers could be extinct within a 
decade. Until the 1950s there were 
eight sub-species, but three of these 
are now extinct. 

It is difficult to prevent people hunt¬ 
ing the beautiful creatures because 
people pay high prices for their body 
parts because of their supposed 
medicinal value. 

The Howletts cubs may look cute 
now as they play with mother, Nika, 4, 
and father, Malchek, 12, but Siberian 
tigers are the largest of all cats and are 
powerfully built with fierce retractable 
claws.

ing sky attracted the artist known as the 
‘painter of light’, who was fascinated by the 
violent power of the ocean and the sublime 
world of nature. 

His works such as Heaped Thundercloud 
over Sea and Land, Storm on Margate 
Sands and Margate Pier, which is on display 
at the exhibition, show Turner’s response to 
the drama of nature he witnessed on the 
county’s coast. 

Turner is considered to have laid the foun¬ 
dation for Impressionism using broadly 
applied atmospheric washes of paint in his 
later works. 

“These late works are characterised by a 
powerfully expressive experimentation 
which pushed the boundaries of watercolour 
technique,” the spokeswoman said. 

John Ruskin, an influential art critic at the 
time who championed his work, described 
the Margate Pier watercolour as a “study of 
storm and sunshine... entirely magnificent”. 

The exhibition highlights the impor¬ 
tance of patronage and the role of collec¬ 
tors and friends, such as Ruskin. 

His passion for Turner’s later work 
helped perpetuate his fame as England’s 
greatest painter in watercolours, the 
Courtauld said. 


The Turner Contemporary, which is based 
in Margate, celebrates Turner’s association 
with the town and a new gallery is planned 
to open in 2010 on the location of the lodging 
house where Turner stayed, which overlooks 
the town’s picturesque bay. 

A sketchbook of the artist’s work from 
Margate was acquired by Ruskin from 
Sophia Caroline Booth, Turner’s landlady 
and companion. 

He first came to the coastal resort when he 
was 11 and his parents sent him to school in 
Love Lane in the Old Town. 

He returned at 21 to sketch and by the 
1830s had become a regular visitor staying 
at Mrs Booth’s lodging house. 

“Turner was a pioneering artist who chal¬ 
lenged contemporary views on art,” the 
Turner Contemporary added. 

“His work often captured the mood or 
impression of an event or landscape rather 
than depicting a representation of reality. 

“Critics accused him of representing ‘noth¬ 
ing that ever existed in nature, and scarcely 
anything that the most distorted imagina¬ 
tion ever conceived without it’. 

“Today, Turner’s works are enjoyed and 
praised, even if their true meaning remains 
fluid and difficult to grasp.”

Danger on the 
high seas rises 
for lifeboats

A RISE in the popularity of 
leisure boating has been blamed 
for an increase in lifeboat res¬ 
cues off the Kent coast. 

The RNLI launched 165 times in the 
county between January and June this 
year, compared with 142 times during the 
same period last year. 

Launches made to rescue people travel¬ 
ling aboard ‘powered pleasure craft’ - 
including wetbikes and speedboats - saw 
the biggest increase from 39 to 55. 

Vessels with machinery failure continue 
to account for about a third of all rescue 
missions, with 42 made in the first half of 
this year. 

RNLI east divisional inspector Andrew 
Ashton appealed for owners to take more 
care of their craft. 

He said: “Many of the launches were to 
boats with equipment failure, which 
demonstrates the need for owners to per¬ 
form regular maintenance. The high num¬ 
ber of rescues seems to show a growing 
national trend where more and more peo¬ 
ple are using the sea for leisure purposes.” 

Of the eight RNLI stations in Kent, three 
- Ramsgate, Sheemess and Dover - have 
shown increases in lifeboat callouts and 
continue to be the busiest respectively 
throughout the county. Ramsgate has seen 
a near-50 per cent rise from 29 to 43, with 
Sheemess up 17 per cent to 41 and Dover 
up 15 per cent to 22. 

Meanwhile, the RNLI is awaiting the 


results of consultations on proposed price 
increases for speaking over the airwaves. 

Communications regulator Ofcom plans 
to bring all users of VH (very high) frequen¬ 
cies - including taxi firms and the Ministry 
of Defence - into line, which could mean a 
600 per cent rise for the RNLI from 
£40,000 per year to £260,000. 

It is possible charities could continue to 
receive discounts as they now do, but added 
pressure will be placed on fundraisers if 
Ofcom decides to stand firm. The consulta¬ 
tion period ends on October 30. 

Regardless of the outcome, the RNLI will 
hold a national day of fundraising on 
January 30 next year, with participants 
encouraged to come up with ideas for the 
Sound or Silence (SOS) theme. 

The day is being supported by Olympic 
sailors Sarah Webb and Sarah Ayton, who 
won gold together in the yngling event at 
this year’s Games in China. 

Mr Ashton said: ‘We are totally depend¬ 
ent on donations to help us continue pro¬ 
viding a lifesaving service to all. 

“SOS will support our crews who trade 
comfort and sleep to go to the aid of others 
in distress, and I am asking everyone to get 
involved and help us make this our biggest 
day ever. 

“Perhaps they would like to take part in 
a sponsored silence, to host a disco for 
friends and family, or maybe a sea shanty 
sing-a-long.”

A DOUBLE-decker bus driven in Medway 
during World War Two is to be restored as 
an educational tool. 

The 1939 Bristol K5G is the only remaining vehicle from 
a fleet belonging to the old Chatham and District Traction 
Company, which formed part of a larger firm that has 
since been absorbed by Arriva. 

Members of the Friends of Chatham Traction hope to 
use the vehicle to teach people about Britain’s transport 
history and earlier this week secured a £10,000 grant 
through the National Lottery’s Awards for All scheme. 

The cash will be spent attracting more funds through 
promotional activities, as well as on identifying the work, 
skills and materials required for a full restoration. 

Friends chairman Richard Bourne said: “We want to 
promote local history and heritage aware¬ 
ness through the story of this Chatham- 
based transport operator and explain the 
contribution public transport made to 
Medway. 

i£ What better way is there than with one 
of the stalwarts of a local firm that went out 


pay a team of professionals to complete the makeover, but 
the Friends hope skilled volunteers will come forward to 
help reduce the cost. The restoration has also won the back¬ 
ing of the Medway Renaissance group, which is heading a 
bid to transform the towns into a modem city. 

The bus - registration GKE 68 - is the latest historic 
vehicle with Medway connections to receive good news 
about restoration. 

A fortnight ago contracts were exchanged for the rebuild¬ 
ing of the hull of the Medway Queen paddle steamer, while 
later this month a Fairey Battle bomber restored by 
Medway Aircraft Preservation Society will be returned to 
the RAF Museum in London.

of existence more than half a century ago? 

“There was once a time when people used 
to depend a great deal on buses, which are 
unsung, loyal heroes that have been abused 
a lot over the years.” 

The bus served Medway and in particular 
Chatham dockyard employees until 1956, 
when it was decommissioned and used 
instead to transport civil engineers to a 
power station in Berkshire. 

By chance a former Chatham Traction 
conductor saw the vehicle during a visit to 
the county. In 1960 he purchased it and 
began laying on trips for enthusiasts. 

It fell out of use years later and after 
passing through the hands of a succession 
of owners throughout the country, it came 
into the possession of Mr Bourne. 

He said: “Some fellow enthusiasts and I 
decided to hold an event at Chatham dock¬ 
yard to commemorate the 25-year life of 
Chatham Traction, and it received a sur¬ 
prisingly high level of interest. 

“Treasured items appeared, stories were 
told and there was clearly a basis for some¬ 
thing more, so we decided to set up the 
Friends group. We now have about 150 
members and there is enormous support 
for us trying to restore the bus.”

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Extra weekend 
in August gives 
tourism boost

A WEEK is a long time in poli¬ 
tics - and summer tourism. 

Having five weekends in August com¬ 
pared with four in 2007 helped Kent tourist 
and visitor figures boom against the gloom. 

In a year when England overall had 50 
per cent more rainfall than usual and only 
two-thirds the average sunshine, Kent 
reported visitor numbers up by two-fifths if 
shops were included, and seven per cent 
higher even if shops were excluded. 

Visit Kent’s research team found that 
nearly 1.5 million visitor numbers were 
recorded in the county, compared with 
nearly 1.4 million in July and more than 1.3 
million in June. 

Research assistant Alison Hughes said: 
“Retailers had excellent footfall. However, 
attractions had to deal with rising opera¬ 
tional costs.” 

Gardens and historic buildings both 
recorded visitor numbers up by 12 per cent 
each, while zoos and animal attractions 
were up five per cent, and museums and 
transport attractions just two per cent. 
Outdoor activities were down 14 per cent. 

Urban attractions fared better than rural 
and coastal ones - town-based hot spots 


were up nine per cent, rural seven per cent 
and coastal six per cent. 

Free attractions were up a massive 36 per 
cent on numbers, compared with just seven 
per cent for those which charged. 

Some attractions felt their increases were 
helped by better advertising or publicity; 
plus shows, events, festivals and exhibi¬ 
tions which were either new or more suc¬ 
cessful this year; or extended opening hours 
and more coach parties. 

Reasons for decreases included cuts in 
funding, reduced Eurostar services at 
Ashford, increased competition, people 
seeking better value, and the economy. 

With the emphasis on day trips, accom¬ 
modation occupancy rates dropped, except 
for Sevenoaks where an exceptionally poor 
August last year meant the percentage 
change for this year - up 24 per cent - is 
more exaggerated. 

Other highlights from Visit Kent research 
are that there were also fewer visitors to 
tourist information centres, and that new 
findings from caravan insurance specialists 
Towergate Bakers reveal that 65 per cent of 
Britons will be switching to cheap UK holi¬ 
days over the next 12 months to beat the 
economic downturn.

Kiwi soldier’s Kent connection 


A SOLDIER from New Zealand 
who was hospitalised with dysen¬ 
tery during World War One found 
himself in a convalescent home in 
Kent. 

It was there that Cecil Blinkhome met a 
local nurse, Florence Ashby, and the couple 
were married before the 24-year-old returned 
to the Western Front via Folkestone for his 
final tour of duty in April, 1918. 

One of the soldier’s 32 grandchildren, 
Selwyn Blinkhome, said: “Florence and Cecil 
returned to New Zealand in 1919 and had 
eight children, the oldest of whom was bom in 
England before their departure.” 

Mr Blinkhome was at home in New Zealand

surfing the web when he decided to ‘Google’ 
his grandfather, which led him to the Kent 
county archives. A photograph of Cecil and 
Florence was among hundreds of portraits on 
display at the Facing the Great War exhibition 
at the Kaleidoscope Gallery in Sevenoaks this 
summer. Rob Illingworth, local studies devel¬ 
opment librarian, was part of the team that 
researched 500 glass-plate negatives which 
were discovered during renovation works at a 
shop in the town. 

The exhibition was held to help identify 
some of the subjects, which included service¬ 


men, nurses, couples and family groups. 

“There was a tremendous response,” Mr 
Illingworth said. “People supplied informa¬ 
tion and shared their thoughts and feelings 
about the photographs. In some instances, 
starting with just an image and a surname, 
we ended up with a vivid human story.” 

Cecil and Florence were reunited when 
he disembarked at Southampton in 
January, 1919, the same day that his 
daughter Gwendoline was bom. 

The couple sailed to Australia aboard the 
Windhuk, a voyage that took two months, 
but later moved to New Zealand and settled 
at Ohakune on the North Island. They lie 
buried together in the town’s cemetery. 

The exhibition portraits, all taken 
between 1914 and 1918, were discovered in 
a shop which was once the studios of the 
Essenhigh-Corke family. Carol Homcastle, 
who visited the exhibition, was able to iden¬ 
tify a photograph of her uncle Donald, a 
lieutenant in the Royal Veterinary Corps, 
marrying Flossie Berry. 

The family had a strong connection with 
the Essenhigh-Corkes. 

She said: “My grandmother, Nora Berry, 
worked for Essenhigh-Corke for many 
years. She hand-tinted photographs for 
those who wanted colour portraits. 

“As a leaving present he gave her one of 
his watercolours of Hever Castle. I have the 
picture on my living room wall,” she said. 
Margaret Smith, 87, is one of the grand¬ 
daughters of Charles Essenhigh-Corke. 

She said: “Charles was easygoing and 
optimistic. My mother could remember her 
father coming in, beaming, to say, ‘I’ve sold 
a picture, let’s go on holiday’. 

“He was an extremely kind man and 
when he died every house in Sevenoaks 
drew their blinds as a mark of respect.”

Grave inspection 

CANTERBURY City Council started head¬ 
stone inspections in Heme Bay cemetery this 
week and advised people who are concerned 
about a grave they are responsible for to visit 
the cemetery as soon as possible.

The checks are part of the city council’s reg¬ 
ular programme of cemetery inspections to 
ensure the safety of visitors. There have been 
incidents elsewhere in Britain where chil¬ 
dren have been killed and adults seriously 
injured by unstable headstones.

ASHFORD is “moving in the right direc¬ 
tion” to cope with the environmental 
impact of its future growth. 

That is one of the conclusions in a report on the pre¬ 
dicted ‘ecological footprint’ for the town, whose popula¬ 
tion is expected to double during the next 25 years. 

About £2.5 billion will be pumped into Ashford during 
that time, creating 28,000 jobs and 31,000 new homes. 

The knock-on effects of the expansion in terms of ener¬ 
gy efficiency and pollution are covered in the report, 
which was compiled by the Stockholm Environment 
Institute on behalf of Ashford’s Future. 

Laurienne Tibbies, sustainability manager for 
Ashford’s Future, said: “The report shows the 
town’s planning policies and the work of the Ashford’s 
Future partnership will lead to a reduction in the ecolog¬ 
ical footprint and that we are on course to meet region¬ 
al targets. 

“However, we have the opportunity to go further and 
will look to set the foundations for delivering a long¬ 
term programme of development that will see Ashford 
achieve the highest standards of environmental 
sustainability.” 

The study creates a number of scenarios for Ashford 
based on housing, travel, food and consumables that pre¬ 
dict what the town’s ecological footprint will be if current 
patterns continue. 

In terms of housing, Ashford’s policy ensures that by 
2016 all new homes will be carbon neutral. 

Initiatives to encourage sustainable travel are also 
being devised, such as encouraging people to walk or 
cycle on short journeys. The new Smartlink bus priority 
scheme is also expected to reduce the footprint of person¬ 
al travel. 

Ashford’s Future managing director Judith Armitt 
said: “This study has huge significance for Ashford and 
the UK 

“Our growth plans have implications for wealth cre¬ 
ation, quality of life and sustainability, all of which are 
important on an individual level and for the future of the 
area. On a national level, climate change is high on 
the agenda, and local government will be 
pivotal to the delivery of climate change 
targets.” 

Ashford’s Future claims the town is the 
only Government-designated “growth 
area” in the UK to have conducted such a

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Chance meeting in the Afghan desert opened a new chapter in two men’s lives 


‘Ghosting’ Doug’s 
extraordinary 
battle of words 


THE soldier was sitting 
quietly under the camou¬ 
flage netting, seeking some 
shade from the brilliance of 
the Afghan sun. 

His uniform was dusty, his eyes 
glazed, his face covered with cuts 
and bruises. I was in no doubt; this 
was a man with a story to tell. And 
what an extraordinary story it 
turned out to be. 

After 10 days in the searing heat 
of the Helmand desert, talking to 
soldiers for ITV News, it soon 
became clear the best had been 
saved till last. Captain Doug Beattie 
of the 1st Battalion the Royal Irish 
Regiment seemed to be a man who 
attracted trouble. Even in the 15 
minutes or so I had with this career 
soldier as I waited to be flown out of 
the country, I was bowled over by his 
barrage of stories. 

Accidentally shooting his best 
friend in the head as a young man, 
guarding Rudolph Hess in Spandau 
prison, acting as Tim Collins’ 
Regimental Sergeant Major in Iraq 
in 2003, the father-of-two had seen 
and done so much even before arriv¬ 
ing in Afghanistan. 

But it was his most recent adven¬ 
tures that left me truly agog. 

For two weeks in September, 2006, 
Doug and a small group of British 
troops had helped pitifully ill- 
equipped Afghan soldiers to retake 
and hold the strategically critical 
town of Garmsir - known by the top 
brass as the Taliban gateway to the 
province. 

A 48-hour operation turned into a 
two-week struggle for survival. Such 
was the ferocity of the fighting and 
the unequal odds, that the battle 
was later likened to a modern-day 
Rorke’s Drift, the famous action 
against the Zulus in 1879. Doug’s 
haggard look hinted at what he had 
been through. I was hooked. 

For all of my adult life I had want¬ 
ed to write a book and here, in the

shape of this Army officer, was the 
material for it. There and then I vol¬ 
unteered to help Doug compile his 
memoirs should he ever be interest¬ 
ed. For six months I heard nothing. 
Then came an email. Ever since his 
return to the UK Doug had been 
writing down his exploits. Not with 
any thought of publication in mind, 
but as a way of coming to terms with 
the horrors he’d been involved in, 
and then explaining them to his wife 
and children. It would be down to 
others who read Doug’s outpourings 
to suggest they should be shared 
with a wider audience. Only then 
did he remember our conversation. 

We talked again. Then met again. 
At last I started to put Doug’s vivid 
account of his life into some sort of 
order. 

The trouble was, although I am a 
journalist, most of what I write 
amounts to no more than two or 
three hundred words, just enough to 
make 90 seconds of TV news. Now I 
had to come up with 100,000 words 
in a form which would do justice to 
Doug’s bravery, humility and 
humour. 


For 12 months I typed away when¬ 
ever I could - at evenings and week¬ 
ends, during holidays - meanly 
ignoring requests from my family to 
come for meals, read stories, do the 
washing up. Every step of the way I 
sought Doug’s reassurance that I 
wasn’t turning his life into a version 
he didn’t remember living. 

Eventually we had something we 
were pleased with, a manuscript 
that was readable, accurate and, 
best of all, complete. 

But what next? I had no idea how 
to get it published, and nor did 
Doug. It soon became clear we need¬ 
ed an agent, someone to sell the 
goods to hard-nosed editors. 

Amazingly, we struck lucky. In the 
end three agents wanted to repre¬ 
sent us. We chose Andrew Lownie 
for the simplest of reasons - his 
office is only 400 yards from mine. 

Then we struck lucky again. With 
Andrew’s help we ended up in a sit¬ 
uation where there was interest 
from five publishers. I’m not sure 
what Doug thought, but it reassured 
me that I still knew a good story 
when I saw one. In the end we did 
the deal with Simon & Schuster. 

A day before Doug returned to 
Afghanistan for a second tour of 
duty in March, we signed on the dot¬ 
ted line. Not that the work was over. 
While he was back in Helmand, I 
was also in the firing line, taking on 
the MoD over such matters as 
potential breaches of the Official 
Secrets Act and whether Doug had 
secured permission to publish. 

With make-or-break publishing 
deadlines fast approaching, we man¬ 
aged to clear all the hurdles. 

An Ordinary Soldier is now on the 
shelves, and Doug is home safe and 
sound to see it. Quite rightly his 
name is on the front. As for me, I get 
a very generous mention in the 
acknowledgements. Not surprising 
really. I did write them.

Poorly and weak 

DISAPPOINTINGLY, the NHS in Kent 
performed poorly in the health watchdog’s 
latest survey. 

The Healthcare Commission assessed 
trusts on a range of measures including 
waiting times, cancer targets and infection 
control. Those in the South East were 
among the weakest for quality of service. 

Improvements were made in some parts 
of the county in certain services, but 
patients are entitled to excellent 
treatment and care wherever they live. 

Health bosses face hard decisions with 
finite budgets and in Kent we are well 
aware of what happens when the wrong 
choices are made at the top level, as was 
evident in last year’s superbug scandal. 

Nationally, the results showed an 
improvement. At a local level, our trusts 
should be scoring ‘excellent’ or ‘good’, not 
the ‘weak’ and ‘fair’ ratings that 
overshadowed the 2007-08 results. 

Chief executives at Kent’s primary care 
trusts and acute trusts were eager to let 
people know that work had already begun 
on improving the areas flagged up as poor. 

We expect better results next year and 
tangible improvements in our hospitals, 
surgeries and healthcare centres.

Banking on a solution 


Services will not suffer desp ite 
the Icelandic banks crisis, sav s 

KCC leader Cllr PAUL CARTER 


MANY of you will be 
aware that Kent County 
Council is one of 116 local 
authorities - a third of all 
the local authorities in 
England - with deposits 
in Icelandic banks. 

So do police forces, Cambridge 
University, hospital trusts, 
Transport for London and 
charities - and we now learn the 
Audit Commission also has £10 
million deposited in Iceland. 

The total deposited by British 
public bodies in Icelandic banks is 
estimated at £1.2 billion. 

I am optimistic that most of 
KCC’s £50m will be recovered. Of 
this sum, £18.35m is with the UK- 
based Icelandic Heritable Bank 
and administrators Ernst and 
Young have issued an encouraging 
statement that the value of 
Heritable’s assets is similar to its 
liabilities. 

In the meantime, I want to 
reassure readers that frontline 
services will not be affected. KCC 
has no liquidity problems and will 
continue to deliver quality services 
to the residents of Kent. Staff 
salaries and pensions will not be 
affected. The effect on council tax 
is minimal. I am more determined 
than ever to keep next year’s 
council tax well below inflation. 

But readers will want to know 
why we had so much deposited. 
Our yearly expenditure to educate 
400,000 young people, deliver 
adult social care, maintain 
highways and dispose of waste is 
in excess of £2 billion. To fund 
these services, central government 


pays us grants in advance. In 
addition, we have reserves to cover 
contingencies as well as pension 
fund deposits. 

Like any organisation in the 
public or private sector, councils 
have to deposit their money 
somewhere. KCC followed 
government guidelines which 
state local authorities “should 
invest prudently the surplus funds 
held on behalf of their 
communities ... [and] it will be 
appropriate to seek the highest 
rate of return consistent with 
proper levels of security and 
liquidity”. 

Secretary of State Hazel Blears 
told Parliament this week: “This 
guidance appears to have been 
adhered to.” 

Readers will rightly ask why 
KCC deposited money in Icelandic 
banks in the last six months. We 
made these deposits based on the 
assessments of three credit ratings 
agencies and professional 
advisors. None of these Icelandic 
institutions had any exposure to 
the US sub-prime market and the 
rates offered were competitive but 
not excessive. We were not chasing 
the highest rates available in the 
market. KCC operates a deposit 
policy that spreads risk across 31 
institutions. The deposits KCC 
made were all for fixed periods and 
we were looking to deposit our 


reserves safely but with a decent 
rate of return. So what steps are 
we taking to safeguard the 
deposits and to make sure we have 
acted responsibly in our 
stewardship of public money? 

I have asked for independent 
scrutiny of the conduct of KCC to 
make sure we followed correct 
procedures. 

To this end, we have appointed 
PricewaterhouseCoopers to 
independently assess the advice 
given to KCC and to review the 
operation of our internal control 
processes. We are at the forefront 
of discussions coordinated by the 
Local Government Association 
(LGA) with Government to recover 
the deposits councils have in 
Icelandic banks. The LGA is 
liaising with the administrators of 
the UK branches of Icelandic 
banks to make sure deposits are 
reclaimed as quickly as possible. 

I have established and will chair 
a KCC economic management 
group comprising senior members 
of all parties, the chief executive 
and the director of finance. This 
group will evaluate the decision¬ 
making and risks associated with 
KCC’s total investment both 
within the UK and worldwide to 
make sure everything possible is 
being done, in the light of 
international circumstances, to 
reduce financial risks to the 



authority. I have written to the 
Chancellor proposing that 
Government should guarantee 
local authority deposits with UK 
banks. This would help repatriate 
billions which local authorities 
have invested abroad. This could 
improve liquidity for UK banks as 
long as a suitable guarantee is 
provided to local authorities. 

Aligning our national interests 
in this way would also make sure 
that when problems occur, 
resolution can be clear and swift - 
supporting British banks, 
supporting British business. 

The global repercussions of the 
collapse of the sub-prime market 
in the US have had extreme 
unforeseen consequences that 
would have been unthinkable just 
months ago. All the major 
European economies are taking 
radical action to underpin their 
banking systems. 

This is a global problem that will 
have consequences for most of us. 
In Kent we are actively taking 
steps not only to recover the £50m 
in Iceland, but to make sure that 
all KCC deposits are protected 
against the backlash of the harsh 
global economic environment.

Gypsies and Travellers in your community 


Consultation is underway on plans for new accommodation for Gypsies, Travellers and 
Travelling Showpeople across the South East. 

Consultation by the South East England Regional Assembly runs until 21 November 2008. 

The Assembly wants views on 10-year targets for new spaces, and how they should be 
spread across the region. 

Chairman of the Assembly’s Regional Planning Committee Cllr Moira Gibson said: 

“After years of uncertainty over making space for the Gypsy and Travelling communities, councils 
now have a duty to provide new spaces in a bid to cut homelessness and reduce unauthorised 
encampments, l/l/e want to hear everyone’s opinion on the new plans.” 

The Assembly’s work will agree how many spaces are needed in each council area; individual 
councils will decide the exact location of new spaces. 

Key consultation questions include: 

• Is 1,064 spaces for Gypsies and Travellers a suitable 10 year target? 

• Is 276 spaces for Travelling Showpeople a suitable 10 year target? 

• Which of four options gives the most suitable spread of camping spaces across the region?

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Big fat problem of prejudice

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There’s no need to be clever 
to appreciate Toyota’s high IQ 



MOST good or sensible car 
names were put under 
lock and key by the 
American car giants long 
ago, forcing Far East motor 
marques to concoct weird 
replacements. 

But Toyota’s adoption of the beau¬ 
tifully short and simple IQ label for 
its new city car could be a stroke of 
genius, highlighting thought that 
has gone into the car and flattering 
people bright enough to buy it. 

Order books are open for January 
delivery with prices from £9,495, 
seemingly not that cheap for what 
is a ‘three and a bit-seater’ up 
against desirable rivals like the Fiat 
500, Seat Ibiza, Renault Clio and 
capacious five-door Suzuki Splash. 

However, the IQ does come with 
plenty of standard kit - 15-inch 
alloys, heated electrically adjustable 
door mirrors, air con and six-speak¬ 
er sounds with MP3 socket plus the 
usual safety features and more - 
it has nine airbags including the 
world’s first rear-window airbag. 

We can also expect the usual 
array of customising accessories 
and kits now common at the 



shrunken end of the market. 

With running costs rocketing to 
the top of people’s agendas this 
year, along with oil prices, an aver¬ 
age fuel consumption of around 
65mpg plus road tax-exempt 
99g/km of C02 emissions also 
sweetens the deal. 

However, it is the car’s unique 
styling and potential to be the 
next cult car, that could make the 
difference between instant hit 
and ‘slow burn’ like Toyota’s other 
car for the future, the Prius 
petrol-electric hybrid. 

The IQ just looks clever with a 


stylish yet sawn-off body made 
possible by staggering the front 
passenger seat slightly forward 
to allow a full-size seat behind; 
the driver needs to sit back though 
to get behind the wheel so the rear 
seat on that side is more suitable 
for a child or simply as extra 
stowage. 

More space and no doubt better 
handling is also allowed by the IQ’s 
comparatively wide track, though 
we wait to see whether the short 
wheelbase dictates a choppy ride. 

Nevertheless, the IQ looks to be 
quite a brainwave.

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the previous model, says Mazda. Instead, 
weight has been cut by up to 50kg. 

Even our 2.0-litre petrol model should aver¬ 
age around 40mpg, helped by a slick six-speed 
manual gearbox, though the miserly and best¬ 
selling diesel of the same capacity gets our vote 
- we road tested the hatchback earlier this 
year and it concedes little in power to its petrol 
sister while averaging around lOmpg more. 


The new Mazda6’s handling is taut and true 
on the bends with light yet responsive steer¬ 
ing and this has not been at the expense of 
ride, which is set to be comfortable without 
being sloppy. 

But where its predecessor looked and felt 
like a good alternative to mainstream rivals 
such as the then Ford Mondeo and Vauxhall 
Vectra, the new Mazda6 could argue a case for 



consideration alongside more ‘premium’ 
rivals like the VW Passat and Honda Accord 
or even the compact executive class Audi A4 
Avant, BMW 3-Series Touring or Mercedes C- 
Class Estate - cars that primed the ‘lifestyle 
estate’ boom of the 1980s/1990s. 

With Mazda’s brand image ever more 
robust and ‘6’ estate prices starting at an 
attractive £17,340 this is not just fanciful 
thinking 

Our mid-range TS2 looked particularly well 
turned out for little more than £1,200 above 
that - alloys, climate control and iPod/MP3 
link are standard on the range and this ver¬ 
sion comes with multiple CD player and 
Bluetooth connectivity and other goodies. 

The look and feel of interior materials 
across the range is better than before and the 
controls and dashboard are well organised, 
while there is decent space for three in the 
back as well as a huge boot/cargo area, made 
quickly useable by that ‘Karakuri’ rear seat 
folding mechanism. 

The previous Mazda6 estate was good look¬ 
ing, but claimed just 12 per cent of overall 
sales for the range. Mazda expects and 
deserves a bigger percentage and more vol¬ 
ume this time around, especially as the 
Japanese ‘Zoom-Zoom’ marque is now chasing

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Give SMEs a chance. 
Gover nm ent urged

THREE of the UK’s biggest busi¬ 
ness groups have called on the 
Government to break down barri¬ 
ers to getting public sector con¬ 
tracts to help small firms fight the 
economic downturn. 

In a wide-ranging survey, the three organi¬ 
sations found that nearly three quarters of 
small and medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) 
rarely or never bid for public sector work 
because of obstacles. 

Now the British Private Equity and Venture 
Capital Association (BVCA), the Federation of 
Small Businesses (FSB) and the 
Confederation of British Industry (CBI), are 
calling on the Government to open up. 

In a joint statement, they said: “The current 
economic climate requires businesses that can 
adapt to change rapidly - an area in which 
SMEs are adept. 

“The Government should rapidly develop 
proposals to ensure a greater proportion of 
public sector contracts are awarded to SMEs 
offering best value for money. This will benefit 


the wider business community, the economy 
and local communities.” 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has made it 
clear that the big banks and building societies 
taking advantage of the Government’s £39 bil¬ 
lion bail-out package should lend more than 
they have been to small businesses. 

Research carried out by FreshMinds for the 
three groups suggests small businesses 
continue to face barriers in winning public 
contracts. 

More than three quarters of SMEs believe it 
is still difficult to find out about Government 
opportunities; more than half feel the tender¬ 
ing process and timescales require too many 
resources to respond effectively; and nearly 


three quarters feel there is a lack of respon¬ 
siveness and too much formality in the pro¬ 
curement - business-getting - process. 

Debasish Sen, FSB procurement spokesman 
and vice-chairman for Kent and Medway, said: 
“Small businesses offer great value to commu¬ 
nities and by using them money is kept with¬ 
in the local economy. 

“However, small businesses face significant 
barriers and are not always given a fair 
chance to compete. 

“Small businesses should be made aware of 
the practical steps they need to take to 
improve their bids. But without Government 
support small businesses are at a disadvan¬ 
tage. We need action so we can ensure SMEs 


are represented fairly when tendering for 
Government contracts.” 

Simon Walker, chief executive officer for 
BVCA, said: “More than 90 per cent of the 
companies in which our members invest are 
SMEs. Helping them overcome obstacles to 
winning public sector business will bring sig¬ 
nificant benefits both to small business and, 
we believe, to Government as well. We are 
making formal requests to create a more bal¬ 
anced and fair procurement process and to 
allow more small companies to win a greater 
share of their contracts. 

“Our focus is firmly on this as a core strand 
in our pre-budget report submission and our 
venture manifesto.” 


1,000 reasons why the show must go on 


EVERYONE needs entertainment - 
even in an economic downturn - and 
there are nearly 1,000 young Kent per¬ 
formers who would cheer that and raise 
the curtain on a show. 

They are all students at Stagecoach 
Theatre Arts, the world’s largest network 
of part-time performing arts schools which 
has just marked its 20th anniversary. 

The booming group already has 16 
schools in Kent and is planning more. 
Last week it threw a massive party in 
London for nearly 400 worldwide fran¬ 
chisees, partners and head office staff. 

For one of them, Colleen Foster from 
Ashford, it was a very special occasion. 
She and two others received awards for 


being the first three franchisees in 1992 - 
and they’re all still going strong (the oth¬ 
ers are in Surrey and Peterborough). 

There are two Stagecoach schools in 
Tunbridge Wells, Maidstone, Ramsgate 
and Ashford; one in Tonbridge, 
Folkestone, Bexley, Orpington and 
Dartford; and three in Canterbury. 

Around the world the group teaches 
drama, dance and singing to more than 
40,000 four to 18-year-olds in 670 fran¬ 
chised schools. Students train for three 
hours, once a week, during term time, with 
an hour each of singing, dancing and acting. 

The idea was dreamt up by Stephanie 
Manuel, an actress, director, teacher and 
mother-of-two; and David Sprigg, who 


had a background in banking, after a 
chance meeting in the 1980s. They opened 
three schools in Surrey in 1988. Between 
1996 and 2003 Stagecoach won a succes¬ 
sion of business awards and in 2001 was 
floated on the Stock Exchange. 

It recently signed an agreement with 
Guildford School of Acting to develop a 
part-time vocational further education 
course for students aged 16-plus to pre¬ 
pare them for higher education and/or a 
career in the entertainment industry. 

In December it aims to set a new 
Guinness World Record for the most 
simultaneous performances of the same 
show, a specially-commissioned musical 
Glad Rags, written by Veronica Bennetts.

STATISTICS underline the need for 
employers not to be tempted to put 
health and safety on the back burner 
in order to save costs, despite the eco¬ 
nomic situation. 

Nick Horton, a partner in Thomson Snell & 
Passmore, of Tunbridge Wells and Greenhithe, 
and head of the dispute resolution team, says 
there are practical tips for firms that can help 
reduce the likelihood of injuries and fatalities 
with employees or non-employees, and aid in 
what happens after an incident. 

Mr Horton said: “So far as prevention is con¬ 
cerned, risk assessments are vital. You should 
ensure line managers on the ground, while being 
accountable to the central health and safety 
department or the company’s board, prepare the 
risk assessments themselves. 

“They will have a better idea of what is actual¬ 
ly involved in undertaking the relevant tasks. In 
turn, they should consult employees and risk 
assessments should be revised and updated peri¬ 
odically in the light of issues raised. 

“Risk assessments need to be simple and prac¬ 
tical since there is little to be gained by having 
the perfect risk assessment on paper which 
employees actually ignore in practice. 

“Risk assessments should be living documents 
which inform the company’s training require¬ 
ments, its choice of personal protective equip¬ 
ment and so on.”

ing lawyers and employers’ liability/public 
liability insurers, firms should take internal 
statements from employees and others who 
have relevant evidence. 

This means a firm won’t have to plead 
guilty in an early stages of prosecution - 
which could also jeopardise any discount 
against any fine - to force disclosure of state¬ 
ments from the Health and Safety Executive 
or Environmental Health officers who will 
have also spoken to those involved in the 
incident. 

Mr Horton said: “Also, ensure any internal 
accident investigation report is prepared in 
a format which allows you legally to with¬ 
hold inspection from the HSE or the local 
authority, or from the injured party or 
deceased’s personal representatives. 

“And think carefully about how to respond 
to letters from the investigating body seek¬ 
ing further information in the light of the 
incident. It is certainly advisable to co-oper¬ 
ate fully with the investigation, but how 
much do you need to say in your letters? 

“Also, think very carefully about whether 
to attend any interview under caution which 
an officer of the company may be invited to 
attend on behalf of the company. 

“Whether or not you attend, details of the 
areas of intended questioning should be 
sought first, and a full written statement 
should be prepared dealing with the difficult 
points in the best way possible. Further 
questions on those points should be resisted. 

“Finally, put into place immediate and 
long-term measures to ensure nothing simi¬ 
lar could happen again. This will be invalu¬ 
able in your mitigation. 

“Fines these days are of a far higher order 
of magnitude than previously - and the 
upward trend is likely to continue.

THE global economic downturn 
has made us all take a closer look 
at how we manage our money. 

With credit card offers arriving through 
the letterbox at alarming frequency - com¬ 
plete with extortionate interest rates - it is 
certainly wise to pause and reconsider how 
we spend our cash. 

With this in mind, I read with interest 
about the prepaid card scheme which is 
being recognised as an alternative budgeting 
tool. It works on a similar basis as a debit 
card, but is topped up in the same way as a 
pay-as-you-go mobile phone. 

Funds can be loaded onto the card at the 
post office, online through an internet 
account or by transferring funds from the 
bank. 

It can be used in high street shops, online 
and mail order and is valid worldwide, just 
like any other card. But with no overdraft 
facility, there’s no risk of getting into debt as 
you can only spend the amount uploaded 
onto it. 

Already a recognised financial source in 
the United States and across Europe, the 
prepaid card is slowly becoming part of the 
spending options here in the UK. 

The idea is being embraced by charities as 
a marketing tool for raising funds in the 
uncertain financial climate. 

The Aspinall Foundation in Kent is seeing 
the benefits of the prepaid card in the chari¬ 
ty work carried out at Howletts and Port 
Lympne wild animal parks. 

“It’s incredibly important for us to raise 
funds,” said the foundation’s Robert Bout- 
wood. “We specialise in keeping rare and 
endangered species which we are working to 
put back into the wild. 

“It all costs a huge amount and we are con¬ 
tinually fundraising to carry on this vital 
work. The Aspinall prepaid card is a useful 
product which sees 100 per cent of the prof¬ 
its go to our foundation.”

charity and at the same time help manage 
my teenage son Matthew’s finances, particu¬ 
larly as he’s now driving and working part 
time in order to save for university 

The 17-year-old normally uses a bank debit 
card, but agreed to try the prepaid card 
instead for a month. 

“It’s a great idea. If I ran out of money I 
could call mum and it could be topped up 
within seconds from her mobile phone,” said 
Matthew. 

“She’s always telling me about the pitfalls 
of a credit card and it was good that with the 
prepaid card I couldn’t get into debt.” 

“Although I didn’t like the 50p charge on 
each transaction,” he said. 

“If I spent £4 on lunch, it became £4.50 and 
made it a lot more expensive for small pur¬ 
chases. It added up quickly and made the 
card not worth using. If there wasn’t that 
charge, I’d probably get one full time.” 

Matthew’s outlook is a cautious one, but he 
does have a point. We all resent being 
charged unnecessarily and if there’s a cheap¬ 
er way we’re going to use it. 

As a parent, though, it was an interesting 
experiment. It gave me peace of mind know¬ 
ing he wasn’t getting into debt, or being left 
high and dry without any money for a cab 
home from town. It is certainly a useful 
learning tool for youngsters. 

In my mind, the benefits outweighed the 
pitfalls and I can certainly see potential in 
the prepaid card. 

It can be an asset to individuals and also to 
businesses, which could issue them to 
employees to ensure they don’t go over their 
expenses budget. 

But convincing a teenager to part with that 
extra 50p each time isn’t going to be quite as 
straightforward. I suppose it does prove Matt 
is beginning to learn how to manage his own 
finances after all.

If QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


One of the South East’s leading providers to the 
photograpic, television and film industries, Court¬ 
yard Studios - a finalist in the Kent Business 
Awards - is celebrating 10 years of operating from 
Hollingbourne, near Maidstone. 

It has built a reputation for advertising and com¬ 
mercial photography and its studios and facilities 
are regularly hired out. 

With 5,500 sq ft of hi-tech studio space, lighting 
and camera hire, it is possible to shoot everything 
from room sets and cars to commercials and spe¬ 
cial effects. Clients range from the BBC to indie 
film-makers. 

Its film and television lighting division, Apache 
Lighting, also based at the studios. It also works 
with the Kent Film Office and Screen South to 
increase awareness of what the county has to offer 
in terms of facilities, crew and locations. 

The business is run by partners Paul and Angela 
Dixon. Paul Dixon spoke to KOS Media. 


Q What is your background? 

A I moved from London to study advertising photogra¬ 
phy at what was then the Medway College of Design. 
I decided to start out on my own as soon as I left college, 
despite it being a period of economic slowdown, in 1988.1 
was very determined and over the years my freelance 
career steadily grew. My wife Angela joined me in the 
business and by the late 1990s we were running one of 
Kent’s leading commercial photography businesses with 
our own in-house lab. 


Q How did you start Courtyard Studios? 

A Ten years ago we started looking for larger studio 
facilities, where we could offer an out-of-town service 
from a location with good links to London, yet in an envi¬ 
ronment that was peaceful and creative. 

When we bought the buildings we set about converting 
what was an unfinished and disfimctional set of bams 
into Courtyard Studios. In total, it took about eight years 
to complete. 

Q What have been the real highlights - and low- 
lights - of your business? 

A On a personal level, this month marks my 20th 
anniversary in business, something that makes me 
feel very proud. 

As for highlights, every day brings a new challenge, and 
the chance to be involved in the creative process and work 
with a team of similarly minded people still gives me 
immense satisfaction. 

We do get to work with stars, but one day might involve 
a crew filming a car, the next might be several days’ set 
building and shooting room sets, followed by a location job 
on a commercial. 

As for the lows, there aren’t many, except for regularly 
being at the mercy of the unpredictable British weather. 



Q What advice would you give to a youngster 
th inki ng of setting up in the business now? 
Would you advise them to wait until the slowdown 
is over? 

A Much success is all about having confidence in your 
abilities, knowing your market, yet being flexible and 
open to new opportunities and not being afraid to gamble 
now and again. 

I started out at the age of 22 during a period of econom¬ 
ic slowdown and although it was hard at first, I found a 
niche in the market. The business skills I learned surviv¬ 
ing those tough times have stood me in good stead. 

In any shake-up there are always good business oppor¬ 
tunities, it is just a matter of spotting them and seizing 
them. Being a small, quick mover can even be a huge 
asset in these situations. 


Q How do you see the industry panning out over 
the next few years? 

A There is a very mixed state of affairs at the moment. 

The advertising industry and media is traditionally 
one of the first to feel the brunt of a slowdown as busi¬ 
nesses cut their budgets. 

Some in the industry have been hard hit while others 
seam to be riding the storm reasonably well. Local film 
industry professionals are also pulling together to get 
Kent firmly on the production map of the UK. 

Despite its current lack of high-level regional funding, 
the county has a growing reputation as a great place to 
film and has seen some major productions this year. 
Another exciting development is the roll out of local web- 
based TV which is being pioneered in Kent. 

QHow do you relax? 

A When I am not at work, there is nothing I enjoy more 
than days out with the family. We have four young 
children who are just great fun.

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Joneses keep 
up with rising 
local demand

A KENT farming family is open¬ 
ing a new farm shop and butchery 
to meet rising demand for local 
produce. 

Stephen and Joanne Jones and their sons 
Trevor and Jos have just opened their new 
shop at Harvel House Farm, Harvel, near 
Meopham. 

Their traditional livestock farming busi¬ 
ness AB Jones and Partners, on the North 
Downs, has just taken on butcher Brian 
Rushbrook, of Northfleet, to run a cutting 
room and showcase their beef, pork, bacon, 
lamb, mutton and Christmas turkeys. 

The shop, inside a former Georgian stable- 
block, has many original features and it will 
initially open on Fridays and Saturdays 
between 10 am and 7pm. 

Stephen said: “We have been farming here 
for more than 30 years and have always run 
a meat box scheme. We took our animals to 
an abattoir in East Sussex that also offered a 
good cutting facility, but it was a 70-mile 
round trip. 

“Now that we have our own cutting room 
where our meat can be prepared, we can use 
an abattoir much closer to home, at Marden. 


“Our butcher has 50 years’ experience. He 
shares our enthusiasm for quality, can cut 
mutton and make fantastic sausages.” 

Joanne said: ‘We know people want to buy 
good quality local food. They know we look 
after our animals and we are very much part 
of the community.” 

A cook will help Joanne with baking home¬ 
made savouries, cakes and desserts. 

These will be presented in ceramic dishes, 
with a refundable deposit system. Game 
from the farm will be on sale, with eggs from 
Cader Idris Farm at Wrotham, Winterdale 
cheeses, local poultry, herbs and vegetables. 

The Joneses run a small herd of Sussex cat¬ 
tle and their homebred Texel/Lleyn sheep 
graze the Downs. The farm produces cereals 
and beans to feed its animals and the sheep 
enjoy winter turnips. 

Turkeys are produced for the Christmas 
market and a small herd of saddleback and 
Gloucester old spot pigs has been built up. 

Stephen said: “These pig breeds are hardy 
and they produce quality, flavoursome meat.” 

Eldest son Trevor, 20, is an undergraduate 
studying agricultural sciences at Reading 
University. He has followed a marketing 
module, to explore the best business opportu¬ 
nities for the new shop. 

No grant aid has been used in the building 
of the shop, cutting room, cold store or park¬ 
ing area.

that can make a difference during a major 
downturn. 

“Most organisations are over-managed and 
under-led. While that is not catastrophic in 
good times, it could be a disaster in the com¬ 
ing months when sound leadership will 
become increasingly essential,” Mr Walker 
said. 

While many local businesses are taking the 
right steps to weather the storm, Mr Walker 
believes they all need to ensure managers 
are leading from the front rather than get¬ 
ting bogged down in daily pressures. 

In particular, he says businesses should 
concentrate on boosting leadership abilities 
in seven areas: 

• Pragmatism. The current economic 
crisis may be challenging, but leaders need 
to respond by looking for the opportunity 
to do something different and make 
improvements. 

• Flexibility. There are times when business¬ 
es need democratic, consensus-building lead¬ 
ers, but in difficult times they also need to 
become pacesetters, showing others what to 
do. 

• Understanding. Storm-proofing operations 
requires a combination of management 


approaches. The key is getting the mix right 
to ensure no-one is left out of developments 
and not to try and move too quickly. 

• Rapport. In uncertain times, managers 
often disappear behind closed doors. To 
retain the best employees and keep 
them working to their full potential, man¬ 
agers need to build relationships across the 
business. 

• Communication. When uncertainty is rife 
the rumour mill takes over. Managers need 
to reduce confusion - even when it means 
sharing bad news - by communicating regu¬ 
larly using different styles to suit people. 

• Motivation. Short-term targets help staff 
focus on immediate priorities when long¬ 
term goals become less realistic. Managers 
need to allow individuals the freedom to 
achieve goals - even make mistakes. 

• Vision. It is easy to get lost in today’s pres¬ 
sures, but managers need to plan ahead to 
meet the needs of the business as it goes for¬ 
ward - including identifying the skills that 
will be needed.

Successfully integrating the old and the new, 
the arcade was constructed in 1989 on the site 
of the former Star Hotel, a coaching inn dating 
from the 16th century. The hotel was Maid-

stone’s leading hostelry and an important 
coaching inn on the London to Folkestone 
road, providing stabling for 71 horses on the 
70-mile journey, which took almost nine 
hours. 

During refurbishment in 1857, many of the 
original features were retained and can still 
be seen today. The Star Hotel earned its 
Royal prefix after a visit by the young Queen 
Victoria in the early 19th century. 

Today the ethos of the arcade is of high 
quality retailing in a pleasant environment.

Dobriskey and Staff aiming to 
p ass on experience to young

KENT Olympians Jamie Staff and 
Lisa Dobriskey hope their perform¬ 
ances in Beijing this summer have 
helped to inspire the county’s next 
generation of elite athletes. 

The Ashford-born pair were honoured for 
their achievements in a civic ceremony by 
Ashford Borough Council this week and took 
part in the Olympic heroes parade in London 
on Thursday 

Staff achieved his ultimate dream of 
Olympic gold two months ago, as the Great 
Britain team beat world champions France in 
the Team Sprint. 

The 35-year-old is still reeling from his 
success, but feels it is important to share his 
experiences with the athletes of the future. 

Staff said: “It is good to let young kids know 
the Olympics are attainable. I think a lot of the 
time they look at it and think the athletes are 
superhuman. It is not like that. It is about 
real-life down-to-earth people who get on with 
the task and achieve.” 

For Commonwealth 1,500-metre champion 
Lisa Dobriskey, Beijing holds bittersweet 
memories after she finished a fraction of a sec¬ 
ond outside the medal positions in fourth. 

The 24-year-old, who began her career at 
Ashford Athletics Club, is urging youngsters to 
pursue their dreams. 


Dobriskey said: “I hope seeing me perform at 
the Olympic Games has inspired youngsters 
to compete. I was at the Ashford 10k race 
last weekend and to see such a large turnout 
of youngsters running was excellent. 

“My message to budding athletes is keep at 
it. I have had a lot of injuries and it has never 
been easy. One thing about athletics is there 
are always people to help you out.” 

Staff has slowly begun to start training again, 
but has admitted he has found it difficult. 

He said: “Motivation is tough now. For me to 
be world champion in the Team Sprint again 
would be my target. 

“Obviously we beat the French in the 
Olympics, but they have won the last three 
world championships. So I want to prove that 
we are the best. 

“I am still aiming for the 2012 Olympics. I am 
taking it a year at a time, but there is a lot of 
young talent coming through so we will see.” 

Dobriskey is enjoying a well-earned rest 
after a long season, but is determined to win 
medals in both the European Indoor 
Championships and World Championships 
next season.

Stones are forced to change II Camier plays down title talk 
stadium plans after setback II despite a successful season 


MAIDSTONE United chairman Paul Bowden- 
Brown believes the club will still move into a 
new stadium in the county town next season 
despite suffering another setback this week. 

The club submitted a community 
bid to the Football Foundation this 
summer to help build their planned 
3,000 capacity stadium at James 
Whatman Way and end the club’s 
20-year exile. _ 

On Monday, Bowden-Brown F 
was informed by the Football Asso¬ 
ciation the bid had failed and 
advised him to pursue another 
source of funding. 

It is the latest stumbling block in 
a process which has taken several 
years, but the Stones chairman 
remains upbeat. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I still intend to bring 
the Stones home during next season. 

“We have just got to stay positive and keep 
working hard to bring the club home and give 
the supporters, who have had a terrible time, in 


the past something to be proud of.” 

The new proposal is to apply for a stadium 
improvement grant through the Football Foun¬ 
dation, which could be worth up to £150,000. 

The club aim to submit a new bid 
within the next four weeks, but the 
original plan will be changed. 

The biggest alteration is likely to 
be the playing surface, which was 
planned to be artificial so the club’s 
youth sides could also use it 
without deteriorating the pitch for 
the first team. 

Bowden-Brown said: “Instead of 
the artificial pitch it will now be 
grass. There will be a clubhouse, a 
covered area, main stand and all 
the needed criteria. 

“We will work closely with the FA, 
the Football Foundation, Kent County Council 
and Maidstone Borough Council to identify a 
piece of land in Maidstone for our youth and 
local community football. 

“It is vital that we achieve this too.”

The 23-year-old has stepped 
up from the World Supersport 
Championship despite having a 


year to forget. 

Hill broke his leg during a test in the winter 
and then re-broke the same leg in accident 
during a race at Germany’s Nurburgring 
last July.

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With ROB KEY 


I T is only when the dust 
settles after the end of a 
season that it is possible to 
take a long, hard look at 
what happened - and reach 
a more considered view of it. 

That is what I intend to do in this col¬ 
umn, but first just let me say what a drain¬ 
ing summer it was for me and all the Kent 
players. I know, as captain, that I have a lot 
more on my plate than most, but the 2008 
season must go down as the longest and 
toughest of my career so far. 

In many respects it was a real journey, 
with so many different emotions during 
the season, especially on the final day 
when our relegation to division two of the 
County Championship was confirmed. 

It is still hard to take, given that we were 
in contention for the championship title a 
few weeks earlier and because I really do 
believe that we were not one of the two 
worst teams in division one. 

But, looking back now, it happened and 
there are always reasons for things hap¬ 
pening. We must study them, be honest 
with ourselves as individuals and a team, 
and come back stronger for it. 

Overall, last summer was perhaps the 
most exciting season I have played in. 

I know there was so much frustration 
and disappointment - in the Twenty20 
Cup and Friends Provident Trophy finals 
as much as in the championship - but to 
be in contention in all competitions was 
exhilarating. 

I think fatigue was a factor in the last 
month. But, despite all the good perform¬ 
ances that we put in throughout the 
summer, I don’t think we ever really 
clicked as a team. 

Martin van Jaarsveld had an outstand¬ 
ing season and Robbie Joseph came on 
leaps and bounds with the ball, but as a 
batting unit we never performed and with 
the ball we were far too inconsistent. 

There are a lot of Kent players, myself 
included, who know we did not perform as 
well as we can for significant parts of last 
summer. But we also know, if we can get 
things right, we are a serious cricket team. 
Now we have to prove it. 

Ryan McLaren’s decision to stay at the 
club is very important as he is very much 
part of the all-round strength we have built 
up. But we have lost both Neil Dexter and 
Matthew Walker from our squad so we will 
be thinking about how we want to go for¬ 
ward during the coming weeks. 

It was difficult for Neil, Matthew and 
Simon Cook for large parts of the summer 
because they were out of the first team. 
They are all quality cricketers and I under¬ 
stand how hard it was for them. 

Neil, in particular, wanted guarantees of 
first team cricket next season - both in 
championship and one-day cricket. He had 
the opportunity, late in the season, to bat at 
number three in our championship side 
and did well, so he had a great chance of 
maintaining that place next season. 

But, in one-day cricket and despite the 
century he made in our Friends Provident 
Trophy quarter-final against Somerset, he 
was not so comfortable. When he went to 
Essex on loan in mid-summer he ended up 
getting dropped from their one-day team. 

So, when we said we couldn’t guarantee a 
regular spot across all cricket, Neil opted to 
leave the club, which was disappointing. 

By this time, too, Matt had also decided 
to join Essex because - especially if Neil 
had stayed - we had told him we would be 
struggling to offer him anything much in 
terms of a new contract. 

I wish them both well, but perhaps the 
extra opportunities that their departures 
offer will be the making of a number of our 
younger players. For someone like Sam 
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Northeast, and Alex Blake, getting a run in 
the team is now much closer. 

It is good to see Sam is on the winter

that squad. It was a bit of a pick-me-up 
after the end of the season, but it is also 
fantastic to see Joe Denly, Amjad Khan and 
Robbie Joseph in the squad. 

With James Tredwell standing by for 
possible selection on the separate Lions 
tour to New Zealand in the New Year, this 
kind of England recognition is the perfect 
response to those critics who say Kent 
cricket is now just for Kolpaks. 

As for me, I’m just glad to be concentrat¬ 
ing fully on my own game for a while as I 
prepare for a trip which could go a long 
way towards getting me back into the Eng¬ 
land Test team. We leave on November 20, 
and until then I will be working extra hard 
on my batting.

R&A to use course 
for Open qualifier 

THE London Golf Club has joined a select 
group of courses which will host a regional 
qualifying tournament for The Open Champi¬ 
onship in 2010. 

Kent’s best amateur golfers will get the 
chance to qualify for the biggest prize in golf on 
the Jack Nicklaus-designed Heritage course. 

The club is one of three new venues which 
have been added to the Royal & Ancient’s roster 
for the 150th anniversary Open at St Andrews. 

It joins 15 other clubs across the UK to host 
qualifying tournaments for the Open, includ¬ 
ing East Sussex National and Royal Dublin. 

It is the latest in a string of successes for the 
club, which hosted a European Tour event for 
the first time this year - July’s European Open. 

The club remain hopeful of retaining the 
tournament next year, despite delays finding a 
sponsor. The European Open was included in 
the 2009 calendar unveiled by the European 
Tour earlier this month, but it has yet to con¬ 
firm the venue. 

Heath Harvey, general manager at the Lon¬ 
don Club, believes they are first in line once 
financial backing for the event is found after 
successfully hosting the tournament in July. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I would confident¬ 
ly hope so. There’s not many tournaments 
which get 60,000 people through the gates and 
not many venues can host these types of crowds 
with things like parking, tented villages, a media 
centre, but we did it standing on our heads. 

“One would hope we had done ourselves a bit 
of justice, we are standing in good stead for the 
future. We have a terrific rapport with the Euro¬ 
pean Tour and we hope they will come back.” 

Full-back looks to

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County confident rebels will escape ban

AZHAR Mahmood and Justin 
Kemp will play for Kent next season 
despite their return to the rebel 
Indian Cricket League (ICL), 
according to the county’s chief 
executive Paul Millman. 

The pair’s involvement in last season’s compe¬ 
tition caused problems for Kent, with Kemp 
missing the start of the county season after the 
England and Wales Cricket Board (ECB) twice 
rejected the South African’s registration. 

In March, the ECB amended its regulations to 
make it clear that anyone playing in unautho¬ 
rised events in the 12 months up to April 1 
would be banned. Kemp was only cleared to play 
after winning an appeal where it was adjudged 
he had signed a contract in good faith before the 
new rules were put in place. 

Kemp and Mahmood played against each 
other in the unauthorised Twenty20 competi¬ 
tion 10 days ago, but Millman is not expecting a 
repeat of the problems because the players are 
still on the same contract with their ICL teams. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I don’t think there’s 
an issue as far as county cricket is concerned. 

“Anybody that pre-signed for the ICL before 
the ECB’s watershed is able to continue playing 
in the ICL for the length of their contract. 

“Anyone that walks in cold now and hadn’t 
played before would be at risk, but pre-existing 
contracts will be honoured.” 

Other counties have taken a different 
approach, with Lancashire deciding not to 
extend captain Stuart Law’s contract partly due 
to the Australian’s continued involvement with 
the ICL. 

Meanwhile, Leicestershire have made it clear 
they would not oppose the ECB if they banned 
wicketkeeper Paul Nixon after he returned to 
the Delhi Giants. 

One issue which Millman admitted he was 
unsure of was whether the duo’s involvement 
would have an impact on the club’s attempt to 
qualifying for next year’s Champions League. 

The two finalists from the Twenty20 Cup will 
be invited to the knock-out event against clubs 
from other countries. 

By reaching the final of this year’s Twenty20 
Cup, Kent were due to take their place in the

inaugural tournament this December. However, 
the county were banned from participating in 
the lucrative event due to Kemp and 
Mahmood’s involvement in the ICL. 

Millman said: “The only area that’s perhaps 
unclear is the eligibility for the Champions 
League as teams and individuals. 

“During the course of next year’s event I’m 
sure there will be some clarity.” 

In recent weeks there have been signs the ICL 
was getting closer to official recognition, which 
would put an end to the problems. Subhash 
Chandra, chairman of ICL owner Essel Group, 
met with International Cricket Council (ICC) 
president David Morgan earlier this month in 
the hope of making it a sanctioned unofficial 
event in the same way as the Stanford 20/20 or 
the Hong Kong Sixes event. 

There even appeared to be a thawing of rela¬ 
tions between the ICL and the rival Indian 
Premier League (IPL), which is officially sanc¬ 
tioned by the ICC. 

However, when the two sides met this week 
for the first time in 18 months the talks report¬ 
edly broke down within 15 minutes. With no 
further meetings planned it leaves the ICL out 
in the cold and creates another uncertain winter 
for county cricket. 
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Players must go 
before boss can 
strengthen Gills 

THE credit crunch is beginning to 
make an impact on Gillingham’s 
playing budget, with manager Mark 
Stimson unable to sign new players 
on loan without reducing the size of 
his squad, writes David Pritchard. 

The club’s chief executive Mark 
Jones told Kent on Sunday last week 
corporate hospitality had fallen by 25 
per cent, primarily due to the eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

In his most recent programme 
notes, chairman Paul Scally revealed 
this commercial income was down 
£150,000, with season ticket sales 
bringing in £200,000 less than 
expected. 

First-team coach Mark Robson 
could be the first casualty. The former 
West Ham midfielder arrived this 
summer on a temporary basis while 
he looks to secure his first manageri¬ 
al position. He is not on a contract at 
Priestfield and following talks with 
Stimson last weekend has agreed to 
review his stay on a weekly basis. 

Gills are permitted to make loan 
signings until next month, but 
Stimson admitted he could not 
attempt anything until players leave 
on similar deals. 

He said: ‘We have got to generate 
our own money. That’s something I 
have been trying to do this week with 
a couple of younger players but it still 
hasn’t worked. Until we do that we 
won’t be able to bring anybody in.” 

Tottenham striker Andy Barcham’s 
month-long deal expires next week and 
if it is not extended his departure could 
free up some room in the budget. 

Elsewhere, Sean Clohessy’s spell at 
Salisbury City has been extended for 
another two months and youngster 
Rory Hill could join him after going 
on trial at the Wiltshire club.
